The Grading of Wheat 


The heavy frosts which descended upon Western Canada during the 
third week of August, had a most disastrous effect upon a large portion of 
the wheat crop of the prairie provinces, with a resultant lowering in grades | 
which, in the aggregate, means a loss of many millions of dollars to the, 
farmer-preducers of the west. Just how great the loss is will probably 
never be accurately known, but thousands of individual farmers will, more 
or less correctly, estimate what it means to them. Volume of production 
remains, the greatest in the history of the country, but grades, and conse- 
quently prices, are seriously affected. 

Under the circumstances it is but natural that an outcry is raised | 
against the whole system of grading, and some very rash statements are, 
indulged in, Tse farmer who gets Number Three feels he ought to have | 
received Number Two, and the man who is given Number Four contends 
he ought to have had Number Three, and so on down the line, This is but 
ratural, but the result is that elevator operators, whether in the Pool or line | 
elevators, are charged with taking advantage of the situation and grading 
too jow. Governments, both federal and provincial, are held responsible | 
for the system of grading in vogue, although, as a matter of fact, provincial 
governments have nothing to do with grading, which, as a matter of trade 
and commerce fal’s solely within the jurisdiction of the Dominion, If there 
was any truth in the charge that the Liberal Government, in Saskatchewan, 
is responsible for low grading this year, then the Farmer Governments in 
Manitoba and Alberta are equally responsible. 

The truth of the matter is, of course, that neither Liberal, Conservative, 
Progressive nor United Farmer Governments are responsible. It may be 
thet the present system of grading requires revision but even that cannot 
be determined offhand. Canadian wheat occupies’ an enviable reputation in 
the murkets of the World, and because of that reputation commands a good 
price, That reputation is based on the quality of our wheat, and _that 
quality is guaranteed through our system of uniform Government inspection 
and grading, 

Jt may well be that in a year like the present, a relaxation in grading 
would result in a larger proportion of our wheat being placed in higher 
grades, and better prices received by the growers. On the other hand, a 
lowering in the standards might very easily result in a general lowering of 
all prices, so that the final result would be much the same. 

But assuming that this did not happen this year,-the undoubted effect 
would be injurious to the reputation of Canadian wheat and any gain deriv- 
ed this year would be more than offset in other years because of the poorer | 
reputation for all our wheat that would result. The reputation of Canada’s | 
wheat abroad is the biggest asset we have in the British and European mar- 
kets, and it must be retained at all hazards. And to tamper with grading 
solely in order to meet climatic conditions in any one year would be fatal 
to that reputation. 

There is this, however, to be considered, Does frost, which mars the 
fippearance of the wheat kernels, and results in lower grading, actually im- 
pair the milling qualities of that wheat, and the baking properties of the 
flour made from such wheat? In other words, does frost affect the real 
quality of the wheat to the extent that our present standards of grading 
Would indicate? If it does not, then it would seem that our grading need 
not be quite so drastic without affecting the established reputation of our 
wheat, 

This, however, is a question that can only be determined through study, | 
research and experimentation, It cannot be decided in a day or two, or set- | 
tied by legislative-enactment. The Dominion Government is fully alive to 
the importance of this question, and the Government Research Laboratory, | 
working in conjunction and full co-operation with all Western universities, | 
is engaged in the task of ascertaining the actual facts and the full truth, | 
In this important work the three provincial governments, the Wheat Pools, | 
and the United Farmer organizations are all assisting. |

To the great ‘universities of the world, and to Governments must he} 
credited in large degree the recognition now accorded to the scientist, while | 
many of the world’s foremost itidustrial concerns now regard their research | 
departments a8 being umong the most profitable departments of their great | 
enterprises. | 

A recent article by Dr, i. Free in “Chemical Markets,” New York, | 
declares that‘science carns for the United States more than thirty billion | 
dollars & -year, or nearly half of the national income. It has, he says, | 
doubled the productivity of agriculture and more than quadrupled that of 
mining, Continuing, Dr. Free wrote: “Surely the business men..of:Amcrica | 
ought to -be.canvinced by now that it is worth while to exhaust every one 
of science’s industrial resources; yet the surprising fact is not only that! 
these resources are unexhausted, but that only a small fraction of them | 
have been. put to work. 
being used... The rest of them lie idle in the heads of professors or in the 
unread pages’ of scientific books.” 

Som years ago a gentleman named Dudley became a chief chemist of 
one of the large American railways. He devised methods of testing coal 
and coke..and lubricating oils, and saved millions of dollars for his road. 
He helped the steel people find out how to make more lasting rails. He 
invented cheapet and better paints, He suited the available water supplies | 
to the engines, and saved miilions of boiler tubes from* being burnt out or 
corroded.:,.Jt is estimated that the scientific improvements devised by Dr. 
Dudley and his successors on other railways have saved more money than! 
all the railroad wages ever paid in the United States. 

Sometimes a scientific problem solves itself as if by magic. The origin 
of the potash, industry is an cxample. ‘The salt miners of Germany a 
generation ago were bothered greatly by some bitter, evil-tasting stuff 
mixed with the salt they were trying to mine. This bitter stuff had to be 
taken out, but if they piled it tp anywhere the tain always washed some) 
of it down into the'rivers where it spoiled the water and poisoned the fish. 
Then a great chemist, Dr. Justus von Liebig, happened to hear about this | 
worthless ‘stuff. He found out there was potash in it. He knew that crop| 
plants necd potash—that it could be used as a fertilizer, He suggested | 
this’ to the farmers of Germeny. Now the potash industry is one of the | 
greatest in the world. The useless, bitter stuff became the chief assets | 
of the mines.

WOULD ELIMINATE 
LEVEL CROSSINGS 


Important Announcement Is Made 
At Meeting Of Good Roads 
Association 


Regina.—Elimination of the double 
crossing over railroads on the main 
highways of Canada is forecast by 
an announcement made to the Cana: 
dian Good Roads Association in con- 
vention at Regina by Hon, T, C. Nor- 
ris, recently appointed to the Board 
of Railway Commissioners. 

Mr, Norris's statement was to the 
following effect: 

1, That the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners will give a broader inter- 
pretation.to the act respecting the 
railway grade crossing fund, 

2. That by legislative enactment at 
the last session of the Dominion 
Parliament the board may utilize 
forty per cent. of the total amount 
of the fund fip to $100,000. 

8. That the board will work in con- 
junction with all organized bodies in 
the direction of development of good 
roads and the removal of the level 
crossing. 

Mr: Norris stated that because of 
an amendment to the act respecting 
this fund made last session it is now 
possible for the board to associate 
itself with railway companies, gov- 
ernments and recognized organiza- 
tions in the-direction of road develop- 
ment in the doing away of double 
crossings generally by being in the 
position where it deems it right and 
proper, of contributing forty per 
cent. of the cost up-to a maximum 
of $100,000. 

“What this really means,” said 
Mr. Norris, “is that there are three 


expenses of diverting main highway 
traffic from these double crossings. 
building subways and overhead 
bridges to avoid these terrible level 
crossing accidents, between the rail- 
ways who have been always very 
fair and anxious to co-operate with 
the local government and the board, 
you have three pretty good pay 
bosses and we should not leave any 
danger at any when you have three 
organizations like that co-operating.’

First Parachute Was 
Used By Frenchman 


Successful Drop Made From Consid- 
erable Height In 1802 

Unquestionably the parachute, 
nearly in its present shape, is as old 
as aeronautics. There is supposed to 
be a picture of one in Venice dating 
from 1617, and there is a narrative of 
a French ambassador to Siam in the 
17th century, to the effect that a 
mountebank at the royal court climb- 
ed to the top of a ta!l bamboo and 
jumped off with two umbrellas to 
support him. Very likely this is true, 

Shortly after the Montgolfier as- 
cents, the French aeronaut Blanchard 
seems to have made the first para-| 
chute experiment in connection with 
a. balloon, but instead of trusting him-| 
self to the apparatus he attached his| 
dog. 

Possibly because the parachute had 


dog, instead of dropping when re- 
leased, it went up considerably high-/ 
er than the balloon, then at about 6,-) 
500 feet. After a time it came back, 
down near the balloon and the dog| 
got a chance to bark a greeting to 
Blanchard.

Trying To Eliminate 
Hazards Of Submarines 


U.S. Navy Will Make Test Of Rescue | 
Apparatus 

Stirred by undersea craft disasters 
that have taken the lives of scores of 
American officers and men, the navy 
is making strenuous efforts to elim- 
inate the hazards of submarines by 
devising and perfecting rescue ap- 
paratus. re 

Many experiments are being madc 
and plans carried out forgexhaustive 
tests to learn what happens when 
& submarine is stricken below sur- 
face. No man hag survived a sub- 
marine accident wherein the craft 
was totally disabled and flooded 
while under water, and none has 
been able to tell just what occurs 
under those conditions, 

In addition to laboratory experi- 
ments, the hulk of the submarine 8-4. 
which took 40 men to their deaths 
after she was rammed by the Coast 
Guard destroyer, Paulding, off Prov- 
incetown, Mass., December 17, 1927. 
will be used in rigorous tests off 
Cape Charles, Va., in October. These 
tests are to be conducted by Lieut 
C. B. Momsen, submarine expert 
and diver, 

Attempts will be made to learn con- 
ditions.that exist during the wreck- 
ing of undersea craft and devise 
methods of counteracting and pre- 
venting them. Naval divers will be 
placed beside the hulk which will be 
sunk and flooded. They will then es- 
cape through hatches and come to 
the surface by using the navy’s new 
breathing device, ‘the lung,” and 
other rescue apparatus developed dur- 
ing the last few months.
